1. Claims 1-22 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
cited art discloses the support tube having a plurality of apertures therein and the 
apertures in the support tube serving to effectively reduce a dielectric constant of the 
support tube to thereby improve a signal strength of RF signals received by or transmitted 
from the antenna.
